The concept of an 
Urban Limit Line, in the 
Preliminary General Plan, offers 
a reasonable solution to this

California cities are being built 
on the best agricultural land 
available. Only six percent of the 
total state area is regarded as 
Class 1 or Class!1 soil, excellent 
for cultivation, yet eighty 
percent of the Los Angeses 
Metropolitan area covers Class | 
and Class II soil 

As greater numbers of farmers 
are exposed to adverse tax 
liabilities resulting from 
encroaching urbanization, even 
more cropland is diverted to 
urban use. Sacramento County 
must not contribute to further 
waste of t is resource 

What will happen to 
services which have already been 
extended beyond the proposed 
Urban Limit Line, and will those 
persons paying bonds on such 
services be compensated? 

When one considers the tax 
savings that will accrue from 
increased efficiency, the amount 
is tolerable. The 6100 acres of 
land represented are slightly less 
then ten square miles and only 
1% of the total area in the 
County. It is also important to 
note that these areas excluded 
from the Urban Limit Line are 
areas with sewer trunk lines 
only, all actual sewer services in 
use today are included withing 
the Urban Limit Line 

Much has been said about the 
effect of the LIne on landowners 
outside the Line, particularly 
those who bought property with 
low agricultural productivity on 
the assumption that it would be 
developed within the next four 
to ten y ars. They point to the 
1965 Plan as official assurance 


that this land would be 
developed 
HOwever, a major policy 


recommendation of that plan 
was as follows: “‘The General 
Plan recommends that 
residential areas be developed in 
a contiguous pattern extending 
yutward from the developed 
portions of the city and county 
If ‘leapfrog’ practices are halted 
public facilities can be provided 
to urban areas as they develop 
without placing an undue 
burden upon the residents of 
these areas and without 
penalizing those persons wishing 
to keep their lan in an 
agricultural use

population projections for the 
County, this land would not 
logically be developed for at 
least twenty years, regardless of 
its agricultural productivity. The 
new preliminary plan with the 
Urban Limit Line does not 
preclude this land from urban 
development forever, but says 
that it should not ber developed 
until growth requires it. Until 
that time the land owner will 
still have the flexibility to 
develop his land in two-to-five 
acre rural estates, if he so 
desires 

It must be remembered, too 
that land purchase for the 
purpose of eventual 
development is essentially 
speculative The purchaser 
invests in the land on the 
alculated guess that it will be 
developed, he is not entitled ‘to 
an automatic or guaranteed 
profit any more than an investor 
in the stock market 

The argument has also been 
raised that the LIne will result in 
an increased tax burden on 
property owners within the line 
This will depend on the actual 
market value of the land. IF 
there iwis a great decrease in 
value of land outside the line, 
and substatial revenue is lost, 
then it is possible that these 
tunds will have to be made up 
another way 

It is probable, however, that 
only those areas around the 
urban fringe having tax rates 
reflecting speculative pressure 
are likely to show a decrease in 
taxes. This possibility must be 
balance against the large tax 
savings that will result in the 
control of urban sprawl 


Many people fear that the 
urban limit line will cause 
intolerably dense living 


conditions in the urban area 
One need only look around 
however to see the hundreds of 
open parcels that exist. NOt 
only are they unused, they are 
generally unsightly and do not 
fulfill the requirements which 
would permit them to be 
referred to as true open space 
Development would improve 
them and increase the tax 
income for the community. It 
must be pointe out that even in 
1990 one quarter of the total 
land in the urbanized area would 
continue to be vacant 

There is also a fear that 
adoption of the Urban LImit 
Line will result in insufficient 
recreational area wi hin the 
Line However, the plan 
provides for 11,188 acreas of 
parks by 1990 an increase of 
5000 acreas above that in 1968

PIT RIVER INDIANS 


4 Corners massacre 


In the early morning hours of 
February 19, 1972, 481 days 
after the “4-Corners Massacre” 
in Pit River Territory, where the 
entire Pit River Nation was 
physically beaten, chained like 
animals and transported under 
the guard of Machine Guns to 
Federal Jail in Sacramento, 
California, the Pit River People 
returned to the land. Standing in 
the early light. alone except for 
the wind and the whispering of 
the hundred pines, Pit River 
Councilman Melvin Wolfin and 
Madesi, Gordon Montgomery, 
representing the Pit River 
Nation, met the police 
authorities representing the 
United States. The two men 
turned back the threat of 
removal by a showing of pride 
and spirit. They were the 
advance contingent of what that 
same day grew into a 
re-occupying of the 4-Corners by 
the entire Pit River Nation 

195 years and 230 days after 
the ratification of the 
Constitution of the United 
States, the Supreme Law of the 
Land, citing brave and strong 
clauses of protection of 
humanity and equality of law 
and justice, the Pit River people 


were once again for the 
hundredth time since the 
introduction to 
civilization challenging the 


establishment, hoping somehow 
to raise the most pertinent 
question the Original People 
have to ask-the title and 
ownership of Ancestra! Land 

Pit River has been struggling 
for 40 years through the courts 
and against heavy odds, have 
been beaten physically many 
times and have been assumed to 
have been conquered, have been 
scattered to the many winds and 
ignored and ostracized beyond 
imagination, but the treatment

We were placed on 
earth for all seasons, not to 
destroy the earth and change the 
rivers, but to protect the earth 
and dwell in harmony. Long ago, 
we were fed by the spirits. 
Today, we rely upon the spirits 
to feed us again. Yesterday, we 
lived under the open skies. 
Today, we look upon horizons 
that have no limit 

The old people offered a 
prayer at Pit Rivers 4-Corners. 
We know the spirits listened to 
their words. We know there is a 
greatness in the land and in the 
spirits and in the hearts of the 
old and young, and we will 
invite all people to drink with us 
at the Pit River when PG & E is 
no longer harnessing the river,

radical lawyer to speak at UCD 


William Kunstler will be 
speaking at Freeborn Hall, U.C. 
Davis on Friday at 8:00 

Kunstler, a graduate from 
Yale University, and a former 
major for the U.S. Army, is 
perhaps one of the most famous 
radical lawyers in this country 
He has defended Stokely 
Carmichael, Abbie Hoffman . 
Martin Luther King, Father 
Daniel Berrigan, Adam Clayton 
Powell, and Dave Delinger. He is 
now defending the prisoners at 
Attica State Penitentiary. 

Kunstler came to national 
prominence in his participation 
in the defense of the Chicago 7 
His tactics were so contentious 
during the trial, that the New 
York Times claimed that he was 
“deliberately trying to destroy 
the judicial establishment itself.”’ 

Following the trial, Kunstler 
spoke to campuses throughout 
the country After one 


appearance at UC Santa 
Barbara, angry students and 
police fought for several days 
The violence resulted in the 
death of one student, and the 
burning of a branch of the Bank 
of America 

Attempts were made to 
prosecute Kunstler on ironically 
the same charge that was 
brought against the Chicago 7 
Violation of the so-called Rap 
Brown anti-riot statues which 
makes it a Federai offense to 
cross state lines with the intent 
to incite a riot. No action was 
taken agains Kunstler as a result 


of the episode, but feelings 
about him were further 
polarized 


On Friday, he will be speaking 
about certain struggles for social 
change that he is currently 
engaged in. He is a dynamic 
speaker. Everyone is encouraged 
to attend.

Professors picket against 
barebones budget

The United Professors of 
California Local 1593 
shouldered picket signs 
Wednesday in a second attempt 
to focus attention on Governor 
Reagan's bare-bones budget for 
the state colleges. A “‘teach-in” a 
week earlier has discussed the 
same subject 

The line of picketers, from 50 
to 60 people strong at any one 
time, wound peacefully past the 
noontime crowd in front of the 
cafeteria while others leafletted 
and Michael Dues, of 
Communications Studies, sang 
union songs over a loudspeaker 

Similar actions were planned 
for Wednesday, Thursday, and 
this Friday in 13 locals across 


the state, according to SSC 
Chapter president Louise 
Kanter 

Wednesday's picketing was 


organized by a statewide council 
after UP.C representatives 
requested, and were denied, a 
chance to confer with Governor 
Reagan over the effects of his 
budget on state college 
education 
Specifically, the UPC. is 

concerned about 

an inadequate budget which 
provides only $583 for each new 
college student-less than 
one-third the amount provided 
for by the legislature three years 
ago 

Reagan's refusal to budget 
one dollar for EOP grants. after 
a grudging allocation of $1.5 
million for the state’s EOP 
grants last year 

the introduction of a bili by 
Assemblyman Arnett to impose 
tuition 

the amount to be 
determined by the state college 
trustees in the state colleges 
While Arnett contends that the 


increase would be very slight, 
the UP.C. believes that once 
tuition is established it would be 
relatively easy to raise it 

Glenn Dumke’s public 
statements that departments on 
campus which prepare a student 
to fill a job immediately after 
college should be given 
priority. leading the U.P.C. to 
fear about the fate of liberal arts 
classes and majors 

Finally, Reagan’s refusal to 
grant cost-of-living increases to 
faculty and staff since 1969 

If there is no response to the 

picketing, Kanter said that 
rank-and-file congresses, drawing 
representatives from the 18 
locals that comprise the U.P.C., 
will convene in northern and 
southern California 


They may recommend that 
the locals go back to their labor 
councils (the SSC local is 
affiliated with the American 
Federation of Teachers and the 
AFL-CIO) and = discuss the 
possibility of a strike 

“It is technically against the 
law,” admitted Kanter, “but a 
lot of other people have struck 
when it was against the law.” 

Up to 200 faculty members at 
SSC committed themselves to 
picket, according to Kanter, but 
they had to march in shifts in 
order to honor their teaching 
assignments. A_ scattering of 
SSC’s librarians, members of the 
United Professors of California 
despite their “staff” status in the 
State college system, marched on 
their lunch hour 

The U.P.C., with 280 
members, represents 
approximately 40% of the SSC 


faculty. It was formed in 1970 
through the merger of the 
American Federation of 


Teachers with the Association of 
California State College
